1984 

1984  again  was  a  good  year,  as  was  1983.  There  is  a  decline  in 
criminal  activities  in  our  town.  Two  reasons  for  the  decline  are 
(1)  citizens  are  more  concerned  about  their  town's  image.  (2) 
Citizens  are  realizing  the  budget  savings  are  their  tax  dollars. 
Again  this  year  we  were  able  to  save  $1,601.42  dollars  on  the 
Police  budget. 

1983  Last  year's  savings  were  $1,391.05. 

1984  This  year's  savings  were  $1,601.42. 

Last  year's  revenue  sharing  appropriation  for  radios  made 
investigations  and  handling  calls  less  time  consuming. 

This  trend  will  continue  as  long  as  we  have  Professional  Police 
Officers  in  our  Police  Department.  The  Department  has  three 
officers  who  have  donated  many  hours  of  their  free  time  to 
upgrade  the  Police  Department  and  the  community.  All  three 
officers  were  qualified  with  on  and  off  duty  weapons  as  well  as 
shotguns.  Classes  were  attended  relating  to  law  enforcement  by 
two  officers;  M.  Plante  and  R.  Doucette,  in  addition  to  donating 
many  hours  of  their  free  time  to  Recreation  Department,  School 
activities,  Old  Home  weekend,  dances,  etc.

1984  ANNUAL  REPORT 


The  M  &  D  Ambulance  Service  had  a  busy  year.  A  new  Direc- 
tor was  appointed  and  the  two  Boards  of  Selectmen  from  Milan 
and  Dummer  were  very  active  in  revitalizing  this  very  important 
and  needed  service.  Rachel  Nadeau  became  Director  of  this 
Service  on  June  15,  1984,  and  was  appointed  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Directors. 

The  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  include  the  Selectmen 
from  Milan  and  Dummer  and  the  Director  of  the  Service.  This 
Board  had  many  accomplishments  during  this  past  year.  These 
accomplishments  were  as  follows : 

1.  Created  bylaws  for  the  Service. 

2.  Appointed  a  Chairman,  Vice  Chairman,  and  Secretary. 

3.  Created  a  fiscal  policy. 

4.  Reviewed  the  insurance  coverage  of  the  Service  and  its 
ambulance  and  made  appropriate  changes  to  ensure  the  best 
coverage  for  the  money  being  spent.  There  was  an  addition 
of  a  professional  liability  insurance  coverage  to  cover  the 
Service  and  its  personnel. 

5.  Reviewed  the  savings  and  checking  accounts  and  these  were 
changed  to  higher  interest  yielding  accounts. 

6.  Actively  worked  to  recruit  new  attendants. 

7.  Reviewed  the  quarterly  financial  reports. 

8.  Reviewed  the  rates  charged  by  the  Service.  Finding  that  the 
rates  had  not  changed  in  approximately  six  years,  appro- 
priate changes  were  made  as  follows :

9.  Reviewed  and  approved  a  proposed  1985  Budget. 
10.  Met  at  least  quarterly. 
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The  Director  had  a  busy  year  also  with  many  accomplishments 
and  programs  started.  They  were  as  follows: 

1.  Created  a  guideline  for  the  ambulance  attendants. 

2.  Began  a  continuing  education  and  training  program.  These 
sessions  are  held  on  a  monthly  basis  and  include  hands-on 
training  and  guest  speakers. 

3.  Equipped  the  ambulance  to  meet  State  regulations. 

4.  Added  advanced  techniques  in  medical  care;  i.e.  MAST 
(Military  anti-shock  trousers)  and  EOA  (esophageal  obturator 
airway).  These  techniques  will  improve  the  quality  of  care 
given  to  our  patients  in  situations  that  warrant  their  use. 

5.  Had  the  ambulance  completely  overhauled  mechanically 
to  ensure  its  dependability. 

6.  Started  an  ongoing  weekly  maintenance  log.  The  ambulance 
is  checked  weekly  to  ensure  that  its  dependability  can  be 
maintained.  These  checks  are  done  by  one  or  two  attendants 
who  volunteer  their  time.  If  any  problems  are  found,  they 
are  corrected  as  soon  as  possible. 

7.  Started  an  ongoing  inventory  log.  The  inventory  is  done  on 
a  monthly  basis  by  one  or  two  attendants.  Again,  their  time 
is  volunteered.  They  maintain  the  supplies  on  the  ambulance 
and  notify  the  Director  when  supplies  need  replenishing. 

8.  Actively  recruited  new  attendants.  We  started  with  4  atten- 
dants on  June  15  and  we  now  have: 

7  advanced  first  aid  attendants 

3  emergency  medical  technicians  (EMT) 

2  EMT1  (EOA  certified) 

2  EMT  I  &  II  (EOA  and  MAST  certified) 

1  EMT,  EOA,  MAST  instructor 

9.  Recruited  Dr.  Christopher  Glenney  to  serve  as  Medical 
Director  of  our  Service. 

10.  Improved  relations  between  our  Service  and  the  other 
services  in  the  Berlin  and  Gorham  area. 

11.  Submitted  a  proposed  1985  budget  which  the  Board  of 
Directors  revised  and  approved. 

12.  Was  appointed  to  the  Emergency  Medical  Services  Region 
V  Council.  Was  also  appointed  to  the  Manpower  and  Train- 
ing Committee  of  that  Council. 

GOALS  FOR  1985 

1.  Continue  the  programs  started  and  improve  them. 
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2.  Recruit  more  attendants.  Additional  attendants  are  needed 
to  prevent  "burnout"  of  the  few  that  we  now  have. 

3.  Continue  to  upgrade  the  quality  of  care  given  to  our  patients. 

4.  Continue  to  update  the  education  of  our  attendants. 

5.  Start  a  program  to  help  deal  with  "burnout"  and  stress  of 
the  attendants. 

6.  Start  a  program  to  critique  ambulance  runs  wih  the  atten- 
dants and  Medical  Director. 

The  Service  has  been  fortunate  to  have  such  dedicated  atten- 
dants who  have  worked  hard  to  keep  the  Service  going  in  rough 
times.  They  should  be  commended  for  their  efforts  and  time 
volunteered.  Too  often  they  are  forgotten.  It  is  these  key  people 
who  keep  this  vital  Service  going.

March  13,  1984 

The  Annual  Town  Meeting  was  held  on  March  13,  1984,  at 
the  Milan  Village  School.  Polls  opened  at  1:00  P.M.  for  voting. 
The  Town  Meeting  was  opened  at  6:30  P.M.  with  the  reading  of 
the  Town  and  School  Warrants  by  the  Moderator,  Robert 
Vashaw.  Mr.  Vashaw  then  set  down  the  following  rules: 

1 .  Identify  yourself  when  you  rise  to  speak. 

2.  All  questions  should  be  directed  to  the  Moderator. 

3.  Articles  17  and  18  will  be  voted  on  by  secret  ballot,  per 
request. 

Harris  Nichols,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  called  on 
the  Rev.  Kenneth  Borchers  who  opened  the  meeting  with  a 
prayer  written  by  Peter  Marshall.  . 

ARTICLE  1 :   To  choose  all  town  officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

ARTICLE  2:  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  Town  Officers'  salaries.  ($11,400.) 

Motion  was  made  by  Roma  Labrecque,  seconded  by  Janet 
Woodward,  to  raise  $11,400  for  Town  Officers'  salaries.  There 
was  no  discussion  and  the  Article  passed. 

ARTICLE  3.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  Town  Officers'  expenses.  ($5,000.00.) 

Motion  was  made  by  Janet  Woodward,  seconded  by  Olivia  Caron, 
to  raise  $5,000.00  for  Town  Officers'  expenses.  When  questioned 
about  some  of  these  expenses,  Harris  Nichols  referred  to  Page  34 
of  the  Town  Report  which  shows  clearly  what  some  of  these 
expenses  are.    Question  was  called  and  the  vote  was  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  summer  and  winter  road  and  bridge  maintenance. 
($54,000.) 

Motion  by  Armand  Caron,  seconded  by  Robert  Biggart.  There 
was  some  discussion  on  this  Article  relating  to  maintenance  on 
the  East  Side  River  Road  and  Harris  explained  that  half  of  the 
budget  figure  will  be  spent  on  the  East  Side.

Plante,  Chief,  explained  that  the  amount  of  money  shown  in  this 
Article,  over  and  above  the  $6,300.00  he  had  requested,  would  be 
used  for  the  replacement  of  radio  equipment.  In  answer  to  the 
question  of  what  happened  to  the  radio  we  had,  and  why  do  we 
need  another  one,  Fred  explained  the  condition  of  the  present 
radios,  "some  can  no  longer  be  repaired;  we  are  asking  for  money 
to  replace  one  that  is  completely  worn  out."  In  answer  to  fur- 
ther questions,  William  Hamlin  answered  "we  bought  a  radio  with 
the  Errol  Police  Department  and  it  is  now  in  our  possession." 

As  there  was  no  further  discussion  the  motion  carried  and  Article 
5  passed. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  Dog  Constable.  ($1,000.00) 

Motion  to  raise  $1,000.00  for  Dog  Constable  was  made  and 
seconded.  There  was  considerable  discussion  of  this  Article 
mainly  because  the  town  does  not  have,  at  the  present  time, 
a  qualified  person  who  will  accept  the  job.  In  the  recent  past 
Robert  Vashaw,  Game  Warden,  has  been  doing  the  town  a  favOr 
by  taking  care  of  dog  complaints.  Harris  Nichols  explained  the 
responsibility  of  the  town  when,  and  if,  dogs  are  picked  up: 
we  must  have  a  suitable  place  to  board  them,  they  must  be  held 
for  7  days,  etc.,  but  the  town  would  have  to  appropriate  the 
money  in  order  to  "get  this  project  rolling."  Harris  further 
suggested  that  if  anyone  is  interested,  "please  go  and  offer  your 
services  to  the  Selectmen." 

Question  called  and  the  motion  carried.  Article  passed. 

ARTICLE  7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  for  the  Fire  Department.   ($9,500.00) 

Motion  so  made  by  Norman  Frechette  and  seconded  by  Robert 
Humiston.  Voted  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  Town  Poor.  ($1,500.00) 

Motion  was  made  by  Charles  Tibbetts,  seconded  by  Jennifer 
Tankard,  to  raise  $1,000.00  for  Town  Poor.  There  was  no  dis- 
cussion. Vote  affirmative  and  Article  passed. 

ARTICLE  9.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  Old  Age  Assistance.  ($5,000.00) 
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(Announcement  by  Moderator  that  the  polls  are  now  closed, 
time  7:30  PM) 

A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  raise  $3,000  for  Old  Age 
Assistance.  It  was  pointed  out  at  this  time,  that  the  expense 
to  the  town  had  more  than  doubled  since  last  year,  also  we  would 
be  under  added  expense  next  year. 

Norman  Frechette  made  a  motion  to  amend  Article  9  and  bring  it 
back  up  to  the  original  $5,000.00  for  Old  Age  Assistance.  The 
motion  was  seconded.  Call  for  question  on  the  amendment.  Vote 
on  amendment  to  raise  $5,000.00  for  Old  Age  Assistance, 
affirmative.  Article  passed. 

ARTICLE  10.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  aid  to  Soldiers  and  their  families.  ($200.00) 

Motion  by  Roma  Labrecque,  seconded  by  Janet  Woodward,  to 
raise  $200.00  for  aid  to  Soldiers  and  their  families.  Vote  was 
affirmative  and  Article  passed. 

ARTICLE  11.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  libraries.  ($500.00) 

Motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  raise  $500.00  for  libraries. 
Vote,  affirmative.  Article  passed. 

ARTICLE  12.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  Civil  Defense.  ($200.00) 

Motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  raise  $200.00  for  Civil  Defense 
and  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  13.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  the  Androscoggin  Valley  Mental  Health.  (1,008.00) 

A  motion  was  made  by  Beth  Lorden,  seconded  by  Anson  Norton, 
to  raise  $100.00  for  Androscoggin  Valley  Mental  Health.  Call  for 
question  by  Glenn  Gagne,  with  a  vote  of  44  in  favor  of  no  further 
debate.  Motion  to  raise  $100.00  for  A.V.  Mental  Health:  vote 
36  for,  50  against.  A  motion  was  now  on  the  floor  to  re-consider 
Article  13  to  raise  $1,008.00  for  A.V.  Mental  Health.  Motion 
was  so  made  and  seconded.  At  this  time  several  people  spoke  in 
favor  of  this  Article.  David  Woodward  then  made  a  motion  to 
amend  the  Article  and  raise  $500.00  for  Mental  Health.  This 
motion  was  seconded  by  Clifford  Tankard.  There  was  no  discus- 
sion on  the  amendment.  The  question  was  called  and  the  vote 
was  negative,  with  38  voting  for  and  58  votes  against.  Going  back 
to  the  original  motion  to  raise  $1,008.00  for  A.V.  Mental  Health: 
call  for  action,  with  a  vote  of  58  for  and  33  against.  Vote  was 
affirmative  and  Article  13  passed  for  the  sum  of  $1,008.00. 

ARTICLE  14.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  the  North  Country  Council.  ($876.00) 
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In  answer  to  a  question,  there  was  a  brief  explanation  of  the  help 
given  to  the  Town  of  Milan  for  the  addition  to  the  school  and  the 
municipal  building,  also  they  are  involved  in  Solid  Waste,  Flood 
Control,  and  give  much  help  to  the  Planning  Board.  A  motion  was 
then  made  by  Glenn  Gagne  to  raise  $825.00  for  North  Country 
Council.  Motion  was  seconded  and  Article  passed. 

ARTICLE  15.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  the  Milan  Home  Nursing  Center.  ($1,000.00) 

A  motion  was  made  by  Muriel  Lindsay,  and  seconded,  to  raise 
$1,500.00  for  the  Home  Nursing  Center.  Vote  carried  and 
Article  passed. 

ARTICLE  16.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  the  M&D  Ambulance  District  ($3,200.00) 

Motion  was  made  by  Robert  Humiston,  seconded  by  Flora  Day, 
to  raise  $3,200.00  for  the  M&D  Ambulance  District.  There  was 
a  brief  discussion  of  this  Article  and  a  recommendation  by  one 
of  the  Auditors  for  1983,  Gayle  Grouillette,  that  "more  care 
should  be  put  into  taking  care  of  this  account."  Money  has  been 
put  aside  each  year  to  buy  a  new  chassis,  but  the  feeling  is  that 
this  money  should  have  been  put  into  some  kind  of  a  high-yield 
account  where  it  would  have  earned  considerably  more  interest 
than  it  has  in  an  ordinary  savings  account.  It  was  explained  that 
the  $3,200.00  being  asked  for  in  this  Article  is  simply  to  supple- 
ment the  cost  of  running  an  ambulance  service.  There  was  no 
further  discussion  and  the  Article  was  passed. 

ARTICLE  17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Recreation  Department  to  have  full  use  of  a  piece  of  land  (300 
feet  by  500  feet  -  3V2  acres)  large  enough  for  one  baseball  field, 
one  ice  rink  and  one  basketball  court  to  be  used  for  the  purpose 
of  Recreation  Department  sponsored  activities.  This  land  is  loca- 
ted to  the  South  of  the  Milan  Municipal  Building.  (By  Petition.) 

As  previously  announced  by  the  Moderator,  this  Article  will  be 
voted  on  by  secret  ballot. 

Motion  was  so  made  by  Steven  Enman,  seconded  by  Glenn 
Gagne.  There  was  a  brief  discussion  of  this  Article  and  Glenn 
Gagne  referred  to  a  special  meeting  of  the  Planning  Board, 
6/29/83,  regarding  the  use  of  this  land  by  the  Recreation  Depart- 
ment and  he  reported  that  the  Planning  Board  approves  the  re- 
quest of  the  Recreation  Committee,  with  certain  recommenda- 
tions, these  recommendations  having  been  outlined  in  a  letter 
from  the  Planning  Board  to  the  Selectmen  dated  6/29/83.  (Copy 
of  letter  on  file.) 

Question  called  and  vote  on  Article  17  affirmative. 
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ARTICLE  18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of 
$3,370  to  insulate  the  Town  Hall  located  in  West  Milan.  (By 
Petition.) 

A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  pass  over  Article  18.  Some- 
one expressed  the  opinion  "This  is  not  fair,  to  object  to  the 
Article  without  discussion."  A  vote  by  show  of  hands  was  reques- 
ted,   with    14    voting   in  favor  of  discussion,   18  votes  against. 

Article  declared  dead.   Vote  was  in  favor  of  "no  discussion."

To  see  if  the  Town  of  Milan  shall  call  upon  the 
Governor  and  Executive  Council,  its  State  Representative(s) 
and  State  Senator  to  promptly  convene  a  Special  Session  of  the 
Legislature  for  the  sole  purpose  of  preventing  the  imposition  of 
huge  cost  increases  in  electric  rates  resulting  from  the  Seabrook 
Nuclear  Power  Plant  on  the  citizens,  businesses,  schools  and 
agencies  in  the  Town  of  Milan,  and  to  direct  the  Selectmen  to 
promptly  notify  our  above  listed  elected  officials  of  the  Town's 
desire.  (By  Petition.) 

Motion  on  Article  24  was  so  made  and  seconded.  Margaret 
McClellan  gave  an  explanation  of  the  purpose  of  this  Article 
and  there  were  some  questions  and  answers  regarding  it.  David 
Mooney  then  made  a  motion  to  amend  this  Article  recommend- 
ing that  the  Legislature  take  this  matter  up  at  its  next  regular 
session.

Harris  Nichols  again  men- 
tioned the  lack  of  a  Dog  Constable,  also  there  are  4  vacancies 
on  the  Planning  Board,  1  vacancy  on  the  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds 
committee,  and  2  vacancies  on  the  Board  of  Adjustment.  He 
urged  anyone  who  is  interested  in  filling  any  of  these  vacancies  to 
please  leave  his/her  name  with  the  Selectmen.  Robert  Gauthier 
and  Herbert  Hancock  immediately  offered  to  serve  on  the 
Planning  Board  and  Robert  Vashaw  offered  to  continue  to  handle 
dog  complaints  until  a  qualified  person  is  available  to  take  the 
job.  Peter  Roberts  also  volunteered  to  serve  on  the  Planning 
Board.

A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  that  the  Selectmen  investigate 

the  possibility  of  putting  more  money  aside  for  the  purpose  of 
replacing  the  chassis  of  the  ambulance.  With  respect  to  the  M&D 
Ambulance  account,  it  was  again  strongly  recommended  that  the 
money  already  in  the  holding  account  be  put  into  a  Certificate 
where  it  would  earn  higher  interest  and  "that  someone  be  appoin- 
ted to  safeguard  the  Certificate,  or  Savings  Book,  so  that  it  will 
not  be  lost  again."  (This  recommendation  by  one  of  the  Auditors 
of  the  account  for  1983.) 

Harris  Nichols  reported  on  the  situation  concerning  the  West 
Milan  Town  Hall,  feeling  that  this  matter  should  be  turned  over 
to  the  public  for  consideration  and/or  a  solution  to  the  present 
dilemma.  At  the  present  time  the  hall  is  being  used  week-ends 
by  the  West  Milan  Christian  women,  for  a  flea  market,  at  a 
charge  of  $30.00  per  day,  (with  whatever  profits  being  realized 
to  go  into  an  account  for  the  purpose  of  eventually  repairing  or 
renovating  the  hall.  There  is,  or  has  been,  no  money  going  to 
the  Christian  Women's  group.)  After  going  over  the  situation 
carefully,  the  Selectmen  found  that  a  charge  of  $30.00  per 
day  is  barely  breaking  even  on  the  expense  of  heating  the  hall. 
There  was  a  lengthy  discussion  on  this  matter,  some  people 
feeling  that  it  is  unfair  to  tie  up  this  hall  for  non-profit  organiza- 
tions, year-round.  Others  felt  that  when  it  is  rented  the  charge 
should  be  sufficient  to  cover  expenses  and  put  the  hall  on  a  pay- 
ing basis.  At  this  time  Armand  Caron  made  a  motion  that  the  Hall 
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should  not  become  a  "monopoly,"  and  when  it  is  rented  a  fair 
charge  should  be  set  that  will  cover  the  expense  of  the  Hall. 
Any  town  functions  should  be  exempt  from  this  charge  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Selectmen.  This  motion  was  seconded  and 
voted  in  the  affirmative. 

A  question  arose  regarding  the  incarceration  of  prisoners  and  we 
were  told  that  anyone  taken  prisoner  would  be  transferred  to 
Stewartstown.  The  cost  of  incarceration  would  come  out  of  the 
Police  budget  —  from  the  time  of  incarceration  until  taken  over 
by  the  Sheriff,  (who  would  transport  them  to  Stewartstown.) 

A  motion  was  made  by  Winston  Emery  that  the  Town  look  into 
the  possibility  of  a  substitute  for  Social  Security  for  Town 
employees.  Motion  was  seconded  and  passed. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Andy  McLain  that  the  Town  look  into 
the  cost  of  having  a  booklet  published  showing  property  values. 
Motion  was  seconded  and  passed. 

On  a  question  of  the  State  taking  over  a  section  of  old  road, 
through  West  Milan  Village,  from  the  junction  of  110-A  past  the 
State  Garage,  Harris  Nichols  explained  that  from  the  information 
he  has  been  able  to  obtain,  it  could  very  possibly  be  less  costly 
for  the  State  to  move  the  Garage  over  to  Route  16,  than  to  main- 
tain that  section  of  road. 

A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  that  next  year's  Town  Meeting 
be  held  at  6:30  PM,  location  to  be  chosen  by  the  Selectmen.  Mo- 
tion carried. 

Meeting  now  recessed  until  votes  are  counted.  Time:  9:37  PM. 
Meeting  adjourned  11 :52  PM.

Many  thanks  to  Joan  Cormier  for  making  it  possible  to  have 
blood  drawn  at  home  for  the  patients  who  are  essentially  home- 
bound. 

The  agency  continues  to  be  supported  by  appropriations  from 
the  town  of  Dummer  and  Milan.  A  fee  is  requested  for  each 
individual  patient  for  each  visit  as  well  as  for  lab  work.  These 
fees  are  determined  according  to  a  sliding  scale  based  on  the 
patients  income. 

The  board  is  presently  looking  into  the  possibility  of  joining 
with  Berlin  in  order  that  the  patients  in  our  community  may 
take  advantage  of  the  Medicare  program. 

We  have  had  at  our  disposal  once  again  the  service  of  the 
Androscoggin  Valley  Homemaker  Health  Aides  from  Berlin. 
Funds  for  this  service  were  available  through  the  State  Council 
on  Aging  and  Title  20  Program.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 


Our  first  forest  fire  prevention  law  was  enacted  by  our  State 
Legislature  90  years  ago.  This  early  law  set  in  place  a  coopera- 
tive forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  effort  between  city 
and  town  governments  and  State  government.  It  simply  stated 
than  no  open  fire  could  be  kindled,  when  the  ground  is  free  of 
snow,  without  the  written  permission  of  the  town/city  Forest 
Fire  Warden.  This  law  also  stated  that  anyone  kindling  a  fire 
without  written  permission  shall  be  liable  for  the  damage  caused 
and  subject  to  a  $1000  fine. 

During  the  past  90  years,  this  law  has  worked  so  well  that 
it  has  remained  unchanged.  All  open  fires  when  the  ground  is 
not  covered  with  snow  must  be  authorized  by  the  local  Forest 
Fire  Warden.  Persons  kindling  a  fire  without  a  permit  when  one 
is  required  are  liable  for  damages  caused,  fire  suppression  costs 
and  subject  to  a  $1000  fine. 

This  cooperative  fire  prevention  law  has  contributed  singif- 
icantly  to  our  nationally  recognized  annual  forest  fire  loss  record.

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REPORT  OF 
NORTH  COUNTRY  COUNCIL 


Calendar  year  1984  saw  the  North  Country  Council,  Inc. 
observe  its  twelfth  year  of  successful  operation  for  towns  in  the 
North  Country.  The  Council,  as  a  regional,  non-profit,  public 
planning  agency  chartered  under  NH  RSA  36:45,  is  responsible 
for  providing  assistance  in  local  community  planning,  economic 
development,  solid  waste,  transportation,  and  municipal  services. 

In  Milan,  we  met  with  the  Planning  Board  to  discuss  State 
laws  on  planning  and  subdivision  and  prepared  the  septage 
element  of  the  Androscoggin  Valley  Solid  Waste  District  Plan. 

In  economic  development,  the  Council  hosted  in  the  spring 
two  region-wide  economic  development  conferences  with  over 
200  business,  industry  and  government  leaders  attending.  From 
the  conferences,  regional  strategies  were  developed  to  address 
such  issues  as  highway  improvements,  air  service,  regional  pro- 
motion, mechanisms  for  regional  communication,  development 
funding,  and  regional  job  expansion.  As  an  outgrowth  of  these 
conferences,  the  Council  is  presently  coordinating  the  preparation 
of  a  North  Country  Videotape  project,  which,  when  complete, 
will  examine  the  potential  for  industry  to  locate  in  the  North 
Country.  The  Videotape  will  be  available  to  Chambers  of  Com- 
merce, local  development  corporations,  and  municipalities  in 
order  to  promote  their  communities  to  businesses  looking  to 
expand  or  relocate  in  the  North  Country. 

The  Council  has  provided  information  and  guidance  to  several 
towns  on  federal  and  state  grant  and  loan  programs.  This  past 
year  saw  well  over  $2  million  in  community  Development  Block 
Grant  funds  come  to  the  region  for  such  activities  as  housing 
rehabilitation,  water  and  sewer  system  improvements,  a  down- 
town revitalization  study,  an  industrial  park  feasibility  study,  and 
business  revolving  loan  funds. 

Community  planning  assistance  has  emphasized  master  plan- 
ning and  improvement  in  local  land  use  controls.  New  state 
mandates  and  commercial  and  residential  growth  in  several  towns 
have  created  busy  work  loads  for  planning  boards.  The  Council's 
assistance  takes  many  forms:  regional  workshops,  newsletters, 
regulation  review  and  update,  and  assistance  on  a  regular  or  one- 
time basis  for  subdivision  and  site  plan  applications.  Subdivision 
review  workshops  were  held  in  Littleton,  Campton,  and  Dalton 
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and  we  co-sponsored  the  Municipal  Law  Lecture  Series  in  Twin 
Mountain. 

Overall,  the  Council's  major  objective  is  to  work  with  North 
Country  towns  in  solving  local  and  regional  problems.  We  rely 
on  and  appreciate  the  involvement  of  town  officials  and  resi- 
dents and  look  forward  to  assisting  your  town  this  coming  year.

1985-1986  BUDGET 

The  gross  budget  for  1985-86  shows  an  increase  of  $3,722.00. 
But  more  importantly  the  net  budget,  which  is  the  amount  to 
be  raised,  has  declined  by  $523.00.  Not  only  does  this  represent 
a  decrease  from  the  current  year  but  also  a  decrease  from 
1982-83.  In  actual  fact  the  total  amount  to  be  raised  for  1985-86 
will  be  at  a  four  year  low. 

Under  the  separate  categories  of  the  budget  there  are  a  number 
of  changes.  The  regular  educational  program  which  represents  the 
largest  part  of  the  budget  shows  an  increase  of  approximately 
$4,000.00  over  the  current  year.  Special  education  is  another 
which  has  shown  an  increase  of  $2,500.00  over  the  current  year. 
School  health  services,  however,  have  shown  a  decline.  Other 
areas  of  increase  may  be  found  under  library  services,  school 
board  services,  S.A.U.  services,  administrative  services,  main- 
tenance services,  and  transportation  services.  Debt  services,  on 
the  other  hand,  have  declined.  Food  services  has  also  increased 
but  does  not  have  an  impact  on  the  amount  to  be  raised  because 
it  is  an  in  and  out  item , 

The  budget  being  proposed  for  1985-86  is  essentially  a  contin- 
uation of  the  level  of  services  being  provided  for  1984-85.  The 
only  significant  change  can  be  found  under  library  services  where 
we  have  included  money  for  the  first  time  in  four  years  to  pur- 
chase library  books  and  to  participate  in  the  multi  media  pro- 
gram. 

Your  school  board  has  worked  very  hard  to  hold  the  line  for 
1985-86  and  at  the  same  time  recognize  areas  of  need.  It  is  to 
their  credit  that  they  have  been  successful  in  holding  the  line 
and  giving  the  people  of  Milan  another  year  with  a  stable  tax 
rate. 
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SUMMARY 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  recognize  our  volunteers  who  have 
given  so  much  to  the  school,  our  faculty  for  doing  a  fine  job,  and 
the  members  of  the  Milan  School  Board  for  recognizing  the  needs 
of  the  school  and  making  a  commitment  to  meet  them.

Their  dedication  and  commitment  to  the  students  is 
exceptional.  All  our  teachers  readily  devote  extra  hours  in  ac- 
tivities, workshops  and  meetings  held  after  school  hours. 

The  MVS  staff  will  be  working  on  a  reading  continuum.  This 
will  complete  last  year's  project  of  reviewing  reading  series  and 
allow  us  to  choose  a  reading  series  which  will  meet  our  needs. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Bouchard  has  been  hired  to  work  with  our 
multihandicapped  child.  She  is  using  one  section  of  the  Li- 
brary.

For  the  third  year  in  a  row  our  volunteers  have  received  the 
New  Hampshire  Volunteers  Annual  Blue  Ribbon  Achievement 
Award.  This  is  indicative  of  the  many  hours  that  people  have 
so  generously  donated  to  the  school.  We  are  grateful  to  our 
volunteers  and  to  Sharon  Home  who  heads  up  our  Program.

Year  Ending  December  1984 

The  month  of  January  began  problem  free.  A  marked  de- 
crease in  the  number  of  medications  needed  in  school,  both 
daily  and  short  term  use,  was  noticed.  At  *>ne  time  each  teach- 
er had  1  -  3  students  on  medication  each  day.  Now  there  are 
only  two  students  in  school  needing  daily  medications.  Be- 
cause of  cooperation  from  doctors  and  the  type  of  medication 
used,  only  one  student  has  needed  short  term  medication. 

Pre-school  educational  screening  took  place  in  May.  Through 
a  team  effort  including  the  first  grade  teacher,  special  educa- 
tion director,  members  from  NCES,  health  nurse  and  volun- 
teers, the  following  areas  were  screened.

There  were  no  referrals  from  the  screening,  although  the 
first  grade  teacher  was  alerted  to  further  question  three  entering 
students.  We  appreciate  all  the  help  and  encouragement  from 
the  NCES  staff.  Thanks  also  to  the  volunteers  for  donating 
their  time. 

Pre-school  and  fourth  grade  physicals  became  the  responsi- 
bility of  parents  and  guardians  for  the  first  time.  This  was 
a  change  from  previous  years  since  school  physicals  are  no  longer 
a  part  of  the  school  budget.  Still,  school  physicals  are  required 
by  the  state  school  health  policy,  and  thus  are  not  optional. 
There  were  no  health  problems  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  school  resulting  from  the  health  physicals. 

One  immunization  clinic  was  done  in  cooperation  with  the 
Milan  Home  Nursing  Center.

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The  Fall  of  1984  began  with  "head  checks"  for  lice.  It  has 
become  a  school  policy  to  do  routine  checks  on  the  first  day 
returning  from  summer  vacation  and  all  vacations  thereafter. 
This  year  seven  cases  of  lice  were  found  in  the  school  with  five 
cases  recurring.  These  all  occurred  over  the  months  of  October, 
November  and  December.  In  these  months  much  of  the  class- 
room time  was  taken  for  the  head  checks.  Many  thanks  to  the 
parents  for  their  cooperation  during  this  period. 

The  Fall  Vision  and  Hearing  Screening  was  done  in  cooper- 
ation with  the  MHNC  and  Division  of  Public  Health  Services. 
One  first  grade  hearing  referral  was  made. 

During  the  transition  period  between  Mrs.  Roberts  and  my- 
self considerable  time  was  spent  in  the  months  of  April,  May 
and  June  becoming  familiar  with  the  role  of  the  school  nurse. 
At  this  time  an  indepth  inventory  of  school  educational  and 
school  health  materials  and  supplies  was  done.  Mrs.  Roberts 
has  also  assisted  the  teachers  in  the  classroom  with  required 
health  units. 

My  main  role  as  school  health  nurse  is  to  support  teachers 
and  act  as  a  health  consultant. 

I  would  like  to  thank  Donna  Roberts  for  making  herself 
available  to  assist  me  with  unfamiliar  responsibilities.  She  has 
been  a  great  help  to  me  and  still  continues  to  advise  and  guide 
me  whenever  asked.  She  has  helped  to  make  me  quite  com- 
fortable in  my  new  position.  Also,  thanks  to  Mrs.  Paulette 
Frechette  for  volunteering  her  time  to  help  me  in  the  office.

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ANNUAL  SCHOOL  MEETING 


MILAN,  NH 
March  12,  1984 


The  Annual  School  District  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Milan 
Village  School  on  Monday  evening,  March  12, 1984.  The  Meeting 
was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  Robert  Vashaw,  at  7  :30 
P.M.  After  the  reading  of  the  Warrant,  the  Moderator  introduced 
the  School  Board  Members,  Janet  Woodward,  Armand  Caron  and 
Ronald  Lemoine.  At  this  time  the  Moderator  also  announced 
that  Articles  6  and  7  would  be  voted  on  by  secret  ballot,  as 
had  been  previously  requested. 

ARTICLE  1.  To  determine  the  salaries  of  the  truant  officer, 
auditors,  treasurer,  moderator  and  clerk. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Janet  Woodward  and  seconded  by  Ar- 
mand Caron  that  the  salaries  of  the  School  District  Officers  be 
set  as  follows':

This  Article,  as  presented,  does  not  include  any  salaries  for 
the  School  Board  members.  Norman  Frechette  expressed  the 
opinion  that  we  should  pay  our  School  Board  members  some- 
thing in  view  of  the  work  and  travel  connected  with  the  posi- 
tion. There  was  no  further  comment,  or  discussion,  and  the 
question  was  called  -  requiring  a  2/3  vote.  Vote  was  in  the 
affirmative  and  the  Article  passed. 

ARTICLE  2.  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  committees, 
or  officers  heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

A  motion  was  so  made  by  Janet  Woodward,  seconded  by  Ronald 
Lemoine,  and  voted  in  the  affirmative.  Article  passed. 

ARTICLE  3.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
school  board  to  make  application  for  and  to  accept,  on  behalf 
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of  the  District,  any  or  all  gratis  grants  or  other  gratis  funds  for 
educational  purposes  which  may  now  or  hereinafter  be  forth- 
coming from  the  United  States  Government,  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire,  private  individuals,  corporations,  or  any  federal  or 
state  agency  and  to  expend  same  for  such  projects  as  it  may 
designate. 

Motion  was  made  be  Ronald  Lemoine,  and  seconded,  and  voted 
in  the  affirmative.  Article  3  passed. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  accept  the  pro- 
visions of  Chapter  I,  Chapter  II,  National  Forest  Reserve,  and 
school  lunch,  and  appropriate  such  funds  as  may  be  made  avail- 
able to  the  District  under  such  federal  acts  for  such  particular 
projects  as  may  be  determined  by  the  School  Board.  Further, 
to  see  if  the  District  will  authorize  the  school  board  to  make 
application  for  such  funds  and  to  expend  same  for  such  projects 
as  it  may  designate. 

A  motion  was  so  made  by  Armand  Caron,  seconded  by  Janet 
Woodward.  There  was  no  discussion.  Vote  was  affirmative 
and  motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  5.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Milan  School  Board  to  enter  into  a  three  (3)  year  transportation 
contract  with  Tankard,  Inc.  for  the  period  July  1, 1984,  through 
June  30,  1987. 

Motion  was  made  by  Ronald  Lemoine  and  seconded  by  Armand 
Caron.  Mary  McLain  asked  if  this  had  gone  out  on  bids.  The 
School  Board  answered  that  this  had  been  advertised  in  three 
newspapers  and  that  only  one  bid  was  received.  There  was 
some  short,  further  discussion  on  this  Article  and  the  vote  was 
in  the  affirmative.  Article  5  was  passed. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $9,200.00  as  a  deficit  appropriation  before 
June  30,  1984,  to  make  payment  of  the  statutory  obligations 
of  the  District. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Janet  Woodward  to  raise  $5,000.00  as 
a  deficit  appropriation,  explaining  that  the  new  figure  came 
about  due  to  a  drop  in  the  student  count.  Motion  was  seconded 
by  Armand  Caron.  In  answer  to  questions,  Janet  explained  that 
a  student  had  dropped  out  of  school  last  week,  thereby  reducing 
this  figure  to  $5,000.00,  "which  will  be  used  solely  for  trans- 
portation." There  followed  a  further  explanation  by  the  School 
Board  members  and  Mr.  Bellavance  of  the  total  warrant  this 
year  and  how  it  would  be  affected  by  this  reduction.  The  total 
warrant  figure  was  discussed  at  some  length  and  the  Article  was 
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voted  on  by  secret  ballot.  Article  6  was  passed  by  a  vote  of 
79  to  26. 

ARTICLE  7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the 
payment  of  salaries  for  school  district  officials,  and  for  the 
payment  of  the  statutory  obligations  of  the  District. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Janet  Woodward  to  raise  $476,014.00, 
seconded  by  Paulette  Frechette.  After  some  discussion,  David 
Woodward  requested  that  the  vote  on  this  Article  be  by  secret 
ballot.  The  Moderator  explained  his  authority  to  honor  this 
request.  Call  for  the  question  and  Moderator  again  explained 
that  a  2/3  majority  is  necessary  to  cease  debate.  The  motion 
to  vote  by  secret  ballot  was  carried.  Result  of  secret  ballot  - 
Yes  85,  No  21.  Article  passed. 

ARTICLE  8.  As  there  was  no  further  business,  a  motion  was 
made  and  seconded  to  recess  until  1:00  P.M.,  Tuesday,  March 
13, 1984.  Time:   8:40  P.M.
